In opposing woman's suffrage when

representing the "attitude of the or- 
ganized plowmen. 
Wp reproduce in 


part the argument presented by Hon. 
W. D. Lewis, president o£ the Texas 
Farmers' Union, in opposing the bill: 


"It is gratifying to note that it la 


not tiie farmer's wife who is clamoring 
for 
tlio 
ballot. She 
is 
too busy 


trying to make happier homes, mold- 
ing the minds of future citizens and 
sharing with her husband the cares 
of life to indulge in political gossip. 
The ballot will give her no'relief from 
drudgery, give- no assistance in cloth- 
Ing the children or bring to tho homo 
additional comforts, conveniences or 
opportunities in life. It is, as a rule, t 
tho city woman promoted to idleness 
by prosperity, who is leading tlie suf- 
fragette movement. 
, 


•"From many standpoints, \perhaps 


a woman lias as much right to vote i 
as a man. So. has sho as much right | 
to plow as n man; she has as much; 
right to work in a factory as a man; j 
she has as much right to shoulder a j 
rmiskot as a man, but we would rather: 
Blip would not do so 
from 
choice! 


and wo regret tlmt necessity ofttlmes! 
compels her to earn a living by en-| 
gaging in gainful occupations. Wo do 
not consider misfortune a qualifica- 
tion for suffrage or a business acci- 
dent a reason for granting franchise. 
Wo are opposed to woman at tho 
ballot box the same as wo are op- 
posed to woman in the field, In the 
factory or in tlie army and for the 
self-same reasons. 
Wo had rather 


see her plant flowers than sow wheat; 
gather bouquets than -pick cotton and 
rear children thnn raise political Is- 
sues, although she may have as much 
right to do one as the other. 


Opposed to Unsexlng Humanity. 


"Sex qualification for suffrage may 


have its apparent inconsistencies. No 
general rule adjusts itself perfectly 
to all conditions. It is a favorite ar- 
gument advanced by the proponents of 
woman's suffrage that many cultivated 
and noble women are.far more calla- 
ble of intelligently 
exercising sov- 


ereignty than a worthless negro, but 
the South never was anxious for 
negro suffrage, and while culture and 
refinement, and even morality, arc 
desirable virtues, they are not the 
only qualifications for franchise. 


"The primary, inherent and Insep- 


arable fitness for suffrage is support- 
ing a family. 
The plow handle, tho 


forge and the struggle for' bread af- 
ford experience necessary to properly 
mark the ballot. 
Government Is a 


great big business and 
civilization 


from the very 
beginning assigned 


woman the homo and man the busi- 
ness affairs of life. 


"There has been much freakish leg- 


islation enacted during the past dc- 
cnde that no doubt appeals to woman's 
love for the ridiculous, but to under- 
take to nnscx the In^nan race by law 
is the height of legislative folly and 
a tragedy to mankind. 


"We are opposed to the eriual rights 


of woman—we want her to ever re-

In tho history of our government 


Iho liquor issue has never produced 
iv constructive statesman worth men- 
tioning and it never will. It has sent 
more freaks to Congress, Lilliputians

:under tho sun. 


Tho recent experience of tho Eng- 


lish Parliament which lashed Itsalf 
Into a fflry over tho liquor question 
has a lesaon that it Is well for the 
farmers of this nation to observe; for 
the subject in sonic form or other is 
constantly before tho public for solu- 
tion and ofttimes to Iho exclusion of 
more Important problems to tlio Amer- 
ican plowmen.

We have few 
public men in this day who are strong 
enough to resist the temptation ot 
strong drink politically and when the 
demon Itum once becomes (irmly en- 
trenched in the mind of a politician, 
he is less caimbie of meeting the de- 
mands for constructive statesmanship 
how confronting this nation. 


Wo have In this country too many 


red-noced politicians—both pro and 
null. A candidate with political deli- 
rium tremens, a preacher with politi- 
cal snakes In his boots and an agitator 
drunk on tho liquor question arc the 
saddest sights In civilization and they 
should all ho forced to take the polit- 
ical Keeley Cure. 


It Is far moro Important in govern- 


ment to make it easier for llioso who 
toil to eat than to make it more dif- 
ficult for a few topers to drink.
